Saeed: said all that 
needs to be said?

Responding to the. Com- 
mittee to Restructure the 
Students' Society (CRSS) re- 
port on-the future of the Stu- 
dents' Society, Dean of 
Students Saeed Mirza has 
accused recent student coun- 
cils of unconcern for "the 
basic issues relating to 
student life." In his response 
to the CRSS, written last 
-August, Mirza criticized the 
historical dominance of stu- 
dents in the Society, question- 
ing the wisdom of placing too 
much responsibility In student 
executives' hands. 

The CRSS proposal under- 
lines the educational signifi- 
cance of extensive student 
control over the administration 
of Students' Society affairs. "If 
we value initiative and self-re- 
liance on the part of students 
and are concerned about the 
growing dependence of indiv- 
duals on institutional 'servic- 
ing' then we are Inclined to 
view with concern the current 
student apathy in relation to 
self-government and student 
participation. In light of this, 
the dissolution of the Stu- 
dents' Society should be seen 
as a serious educational em- 
barrassment to McGill." 

Mirza has indicated that he 
cannot agree that the dissolu- 
tion of the Students' Society 
would constitute a "serious 
educational embarrassment to 
McGill." He points to the 
faculty societies as sources of 
potential strength around 



which might crystallize a new 
structure for organizing stu- 
dent activities. 

Downplaying the signifi- 
cance of a student society, 
Mirza asks, "What has the 
Students' Society done over 
the past four or five years to 
gain the confidence of the 
University Community or to be 
recognized by society?" 

But other parties question 
the Dean's right to cast such 
aspersion on the past perform- 
ance of the Students' Society, 
remarking that he must share 
culpability for the Society's 
functional shortcomings. Ac- 
cording to one former Stu- 
dents' Society Executive, Dean 
Mirza was never interested In a 
politically autonomous Stu- 
dents' Society, and has proved 
this repeatedly in his dealings 
with the Society. "Even when 
Mirza was president of the So- 
ciety (in the mld-slxties> he 
was very much against the 
politicization of the McGill 
student body." 

Kyriakos Matziorinis, last 
year's external vice-president, 
has charged that it is in fact the 
Dean who seems basically un- 
concerned with the problems 
of student life. "Last year, we 
discussed many very Impor- 
tant issues in the Student 
Services Coordinating Com- 
mittee (a senate subcommittee 
chaired by the Dean and made 
up of all the heads of student 
services as well as student 
representatives) but the Dean

Club reps agree: funding, 
representation inadequate

Criticizing harshly Trustee 
G.S. Kingdon's refusal to util- 
ize a reserve fund to meet stu- 
dent organizations' budgetary 
needs, representatives from 
Students' Society clubs de- 
cided yesterday to draft, a 
resolution for Senate mandat- 
ing Kingdon to utilize "contin- 
gency Students' Society 
monies this year. 

The Senate-appointed King- 
don has Insisted repeatedly 
that he will not allow Students' 
Society expenditures to exceed 
revenues from student activity 
fees this year. But after 
maintenance, commercial ser- 
vice, and capital Improvements 
costs, only $75,000 in revenue 
remains to fund all the 
Students' Society clubs. The

budgetary requests from all 
those organizations, including, 
among others, ' the McGill 
players, Radio McGill, the 
Daily, the Women's Union, and 
the McGill Film Society, total 
$100,000. According to Roger 
Robillard, sole student repre- 
sentative on the Trustee's 
Advisory Committee, this year's 
budget requests are $25,000 
less than last year's subsidies 
to the clubs. 

Despite the drastic cuts In 
budget to which clubs have 
acquiesced,. Mr. Kingdon's 
refusal to use reserve funds set 
aside for the Students' Society 
will require still greater paring 
of clubs' operations, if not the 
elimination of some groups. 

The consensus at yesterday's 
meeting was that such further 
reductions would cripple the 



student organizations' capaci- 
ties to respond to student 
interests and needs. 

One club representative ar- 
gued that The Trustee should 
not be funding physical Im- 
provements of the student 
union building out of student 
activity fees/which are intended 
to fund general club activities. 
Physical improvements repre- 
sent capital improvements to 
the student union building 
itself, which Is in fact owned by 
the University. Thus, the 
student argued, such additions 
to the University's capital stock 
should not tax student society 
revenues. 

Student activities fees will 
fund nearly $35,000 worth of 
physical improvements In the 
Union building this year. Daily

Flight language issue aired

The question of language and 
aviation in Canada remains 
largely up in the air despite yes- 
terday's panel discussion invol- 
ving some of the key figures in 
the national dispute. 

The meeting, organized by 
the Debating Society of the Law 
Faculty, saw Gens de l'Air 
president Demers and Canadian 
Air Line Pilots Association 
(CALPA) head Kenneth Maley 
tamely debate the issue which 
many observers interpret as 
symptomatic of a growing 
anglophone backlash to blling- 
ualism policies. 

Maley explained that all the 
safest air traffic systems in the 



world, Including Canada's, have 
as a common denominator uni- 
lingualism in working language, 
citing the U.S., the British, and 
the Scandinavian systems as 
examples. According to Maley, 
the airline industry's short his- 
tory In this country has been 
marked by a very conservative 
policy on the part of the Federal 
Government with respect to Im- 
plementing change.- The prim- 
ary consideration, he explained, 
has always been the safety of 
any proposed change. 

Demers, however, felt the 
salient issue was the economic 
discrimination that present 
policy visits upon franco- 
phones. With the adoption of 



the Official Languages Act, Les 
Gens de l'Air claim that a legal 
right to French in Ihe air exists, 
and are presently debating the 
federal ruling of "English only, 
with minor exceptions In Que- 
bec," in the courts. 

Another panelist, a Ministry 
of Transport functionary, ra- 
tionalized the Government's 
institution of its airline policy. 
At five airports previously oper- 
ated unilingually in French, bi- 
llngualism has been success- 
fully implemented. " Further, 
scientifically simulated tests 
have proven bilingualism safe, 
and according to the panelist, 
warrant a gradual phasing in of 
French. 



Literates told new rights 
charter protects students

MONTREAL (CUP)-To dis- 
criminate against students is to 
violate the Quebec Charter of 
. Human Rights, according to 
Professor Herbert Marx, Com- 
missioner of Human Rights for 
the Quebec government and 
member of the law faculty of 
Université de Montréal. 
In an interview following an 
address to the St. James 
Literary Society Tuesday even- 
ing, Marx explained students 
are protected from discrimin- 
ation by their "social condition" 
or"civil status", both classifica- 
tions protected in the Charter. 
Marx said complaints from stu- 
dents usually concerned renting 



apartments and houses. Unless 
the student is renting a room 
contained within a private 
dwelling, he added, the landlord 
is not permitted to refuse him or 
her because of student status. 
Under the Charter, passed June, 
1975, to take effect June 1976, 
neither age or sexual orientation 
are protected from discrimin- 
ation, As well, while the 
principle of equal pay for equal 
work is recognized, this en- 
forced equality does not extend 
to fringe benefits. When asked 
about this Marx explained that 
fringe benefits are often based 
on actuarial charts, and are 
therelore not considered to be 
discriminatory when unequal.

Literary Society, almost exclu- 
sively anglophone, questioned 
Marx on the discriminatory 
natruee of Bill 22, and whether 
the Charter of Human Rights 
could be applied to the bill.

When the group asked to see 
the CBC Public Service An- 
nouncements Policy it was told 
the document was confidential. 

In May of this year, a 
magazine called 4th Estate 
wrote an article on the issue 
headlined "Group denied media 
access" saying 



"John McEwan, Director of 
CBC Radio for the Maritimes, 
says It Is the word counsel- 
ling - that keeps the Gay 
Alliance out of CBC's free 
public service announcements. 

"There are a lot of people out 
there on the borderline between 
heterosexuality and homosex- 
uality. We have to be careful 
about what kind of counselling 
these people receive. The 
counselling these people get 
will have a great effect on their 
lives and family." 

If the CBC could be sure, 
there were psychiatrists on 
duty when potential homosex- 
uals phoned in, says McEwan, 
the public service announce- 
ments would be carried. 

"We don't feel we should 
lend any weight to their 
counselling services, without 
knowing just how good that 
counselling is," says McEwan. 

The 4th Estate discussed the 
Halifax-Dartmouth media using 
its free announcement space 
only for those organizations 
that meet with its approval. At 
the time, only one commercial 



radio station would air an- 
nouncements of GAE meetings 
and its Gayline. 

GAE wrote a letter to A.W. 
Johnson, President of the CBC 
complaining of discrimination 
by one of its stations. GAE said 
Johnson himself did not reply, 
but on his behalf CBC corpor- 
ate executives offered a series 
of ambiguous reasons that did 
not directly reply to their 
charge. 

In August, John McEwar 
Director of Radio for thi 
Maritimes was questioned or 
the policy. McEwan said that 
because of time constraints 
CBH did not have room in its 
format for one more PSA. 

He also said "We can't 
promote just anything. We can't 
promote that sort of group." 
'Pressed for details McEwan 
said that some people might be 
offended by the PSAs. 

To determine if the unwritten 
gay policy of CBH was the same 
policy across the country, gay 
organizations in Toronto, Otta- 
wa and Vancouver were called.

Rather, he suggested 
that he is open minded about 
the whole Issue. To date 
however, he has not directed 
his staff to accept Public 
Service Announcements from 
the Gay Alliance for Equality. 

GAE will present this infor- 
mation when CBH appears 
before the Canadian Radio Tele- 
vision and Telecommunications 
Commission (CRTC in October. 
Although the intervention is 
against the renewal of the 
broadcasting license for the 
station it is unlikely the station 
will lose its license.

often either tabled or ignored 
the reports of our studies. 
■ Forexample,-there was what 
could be " termed a . Very 
strongly worded report recom- 
mending to the University that 
they immediately look into the 
student housing situation. 
After a significant delay, the 
Dean submitted the report to 
the Administration, in a 
watered down form. This 
angered some of the members 
and the committee was recog- 
nized by all as a completely 
powerless body mainly Inten- 
ded to rubber stamp Mirza's 
decisons." 

Matzlorinis' complaint was 
confirmed by other committee 
members interviewed by the 
Daily. Some members saw the 
committee as "an exercise in 
democratic decorum", though 
some saw no reason to 
criticize Dean Mirza for this; — 

According to one director, 
"It is bean Mirza's prerogative 
to use the committee as he 
sees fit. We members basic- 
ally know only what goes on In 
our own little world. It's his job 
to know what the needs of all 
the students are, and if he 
finds our advice (and that's all 
it is) useless, well, that's the 
way it is". 

Matzlorinis, an SSCC mem- 
ber, admitted that the Stu- 
dents' Society fell short of 
administering the Student 
Union but added, "We knew 
that we couldn't handle the 
whole thing. In fact, In 1973 
and 1975, we approached the 
University Senateand said that 
we needed professional man- 
agement. We were incapable 
of keeping everything going 
ourselves. 

Inflation and the fact that 



the students fees have not 
been raised in at least 10 years, 
combined to really kill our 
budget. What we asked of the 
Senate Was' that money be 
allotted to the Society to hire a 
professional Union manager. 
This proposal was never acted 
upon." 

What is Ironic is that In 1969 
the Student Society saw the 
need to restructuré the con- 
stitution and allot the manage- 
ment of the Student Union to 
some professional authority 
such as the Administration. 
"This would leave the Society 
free to concern itself with 
other tasks." 

"A referendum proved that 
the student body was in favor 
of this change", continued 
Matzorlnis. "The Student So- 
ciety's proposal included a 
-clause which called for the 
Jndependence of the Society 
"from University Senate con- 
trol. Despite the results of the 
referendum, the pro-adminis- 
tration Senate chose not to 
ratify the proposal." 

The Society is now being 
restructured. "The fact is, the 
time was ripe seven years ago 
when the students wanted it" 
observed Matzlorinis. The 
Society has been through 
some hairy days since then, 

Last December, the So- 
ciety's constitution was sus- 
pended and the Society was 



the McGill Physical Plant, for 
the remodelling of the Union 
Cafeteria. The committee 
stalled a decision even though 
the McGill Plant's bid was the 
lowest. The cafeteria was not 
worked on during the summer. 
But as everyone knows, the 
cafeteria only opened last 
week." 

Yet another bone of conten- 
tion between Mirza and former 
Student Society members lies 
around a Québec Government 
grant ($35 per student) inten- 
ded for student services. 
"Cahiers de definitions" is a 
handbook distributed with the 
funds. According to a few 
people ' who • have : read ' this 
handbook, $150,000 is ear- 
marked toward a "students' 
social centre", or its equival- 
ent. When asked by the Daily 
why $150,000 is not annually 
turned over to the Students' 
Society to help defray ex- 
penses incurred by the Union, 
Dean Mirza replied: "The 
handbook makes suggestions 
as to how the money could be 
spent. In general, we throw 
this government money into 
the kitty and budget later, as 
we see fit. In fact, we gave the 
Society $45,000 last year, but I 
can't say for sure whether we'll 
be able to spare them anything 
this year".

Dean Mirza was one of the 
few people to respond to the 
CRSS Committee. It is hoped 
that there will be more heard 
from other parties concerned, 
particularly students.

The words "Community Mc-

Suestionable, at best. Granted, 
ommunity McGill offers op- 
portunities for students to give 
themselves and their time to 
people who have a need for such 
help.

to launch journal 

A handful of students of the 
Economic Students Associa- 
tion, aiming to achieve an 
understanding of the "modus 
operandi" of the 20th century, 
hope by January to publish a 
Journal of political economy to 
be distributed throughout 
North America. The journal, It 
Is hoped, will offer an 
alternative vehicle for the study 
of political economy to those 
presently offered will exist at 
McGill. 

The journal, according to a 
statement of purpose distribut- 
ed at the group's first meeting 
three weeks ago , hopes to offer' 
a critical analysis of a 
"concrete reality". Consequent- 
ly the critiques presently being 
prepared range In subject 
matter from that of "capital 
accumulation as understood by 
Kalecki, Marx, and Keynes" to 
the less esoteric, but still 
critical, phenomena of "price 
and -wage controls". There is 
no stated political bias to the 
journal, evidenced by the scope 
of the articles presently being 
prepared. Structuralist models 
of society, - neo-classical 
macroeconomlc theory and the

Noble prize winner, Milton 
Friedman are presently being 
studied by the group, with 
individuals tossing ideas off 
each other and working to- 
wards a synthesis to 
submitted for publication in t 
journal. 

To date, there are 10 subject 
under consideration but the 
journal committee hopes to 
solicite other critiques from 
students concerned with the 
extant realities of political 
economy. The editorial task of 
choosing the submissions 
which "merit publication" is 
undertaken by this committee, 
which is composed of students 
ready to write an analysis of a 
least eighty percent of the sub- 
missions. Hence the editorial 
board, as large In number as the 
initiative of. students concer- 
ned, is an extension of the 
group analysis method present 
In the Initial stageof the journal. 

For it Is the method of 
editing that is of greater 
consequence to students than 
the actual finished product, a 
bound and distributed journal. 
The journal remains a vehicle 
for productive criticism. The 
pursuit of those students 
Involved is not so much a 
record of critiques as a means 
of criticism, an alternative 
method essentially Individual- 
ist and restricted study of 
political science and econom- 
ics required by the formal 
Ic structure.

It was 
the post 70,000 B.P. Neander- 
thal populations which were 
responsible for Dr. Clark's 
"accelerating rate of change", 
not Homo Erectus as Implied by 
Cassini's article. 

3) Dr. Clark did not "bellow" 
noticeably. 

4) Agriculture evolved about 
10,000 B.P. not 200,000 B.P. 

5) It is preposterous to refer 
to Shang China (chariots in a 
burial) of 1,800 B.C. as being 
"antedeluvian". Besides the 
fact that the latter term is

My 
quarrel is with Judaism gener- 
ally, not with political Zionism 
nor with their "pretensions", 
about which I said nothing. I 
have a pretty good Idea of the 
source of the anti-Zionist 
propaganda In that letter, and 
resent being used in this 
manner by the author. I'm no 
Charlie McCarthy and don't 
need an Edgar Bergen to 
ventriloquise me. I have always 
found that I can express my 
own views adequately.

I was never terribly 
religious, and my own people 
consider me to be an outcast 
since I haven't "made it" 
financially and chose not to 
join the rat-race. Zionism is to 
me a symbol of mankind's 
failure, the failure to assimilate 
a people without destroying 
their cultural background. The 
Jews had no alternative but to 
seek a return to a land they 



considered theirs, historically. 
The Blacks are thinking ■ of 
doing . the same^ thing here: 
their eyes are on. Africa, 
because white society will not 
give them a break. . 

The Arabs and Jews are of a 
common Semitic stock. They 
will simply have to learn . to 
co-exist and trust each other. 
The Palestinian refugee prob- 
lem will not fade away, nor will 
terrorist violence do anything 
more than hinder an eventual 
resolution of the problem 
satisfactory to both sides. The 
acceptance of western-style 
capitalism by Israel will in the 
long run lead to the ruin of that 
small nation. 

I still hold the unpopular view 
that were peace to break out, 
Israel would lose most of her 
natives by emigration, as was 
evidenced at the time preceding 
the 1967 Six Day War. Sorry, I 
have no solution to Israel's 
dilemma. Where there are ten 
Jews, we have eleven opinions; 
but I differwith all of them, so I 
place twelfth.

A stream of analysis which 
will doubtless, continue now 
issues' forth about the Oct. 14 
day of protest. While it is wide it 
doesn't seem to be very deep, so 
i would like to suggest the 
following as an initial dredging 
operation. 

Everyone, myself included, 
agrees that some people are 
very badly treated by bur 
economic- system. Some (my- 
self not included) go further and 
argue that only a violent rupture 
of the social contract is capable 
of redressing the injustices. But 
what is important in the context 
of the present argument is to 
identify a third position, that of 
Joe Morris and the CLC. This 
position is a (reactionary) faith 
In the free market system that 
would make a Rockefeller 
blush. Its basis may be found in 
the fact that big unions have the 
muscle, and their present gripe 
is that wage and price controls 
prevent them from flexing It.. 
But just because they want to 
bash around some capitalist 
heads it does not immediately 
follow that they are fighting a 
battle for all of us. Far from it. 
When Joe Morris talks about 
income redistribution he's talk- 
ing about redistributing it to the 
skilled trades from rich and poor 
alike in terms of higher prices 
and taxes. To Illustrate the 
point: do you recall the last 
time the CLC struck anyone over 
slum housing conditions in 
Montreal? Or for higher welfare 
payments for single mothers? 
Do you recall their last attempt 
to organize illegal immigrants 
earning less than the minimum 
wage in the garment factories in 
Toronto, who don't speak up for 
fear of being deported? I'll bet 
you don't. Joe Morris' concern 
for the poor— if he has ever 
expressed one— is about as 
sincere as the PAPTs for the 
quality of education their young 
charges receive. 

The author of an unsigned 
etter in the Daily of Oct. 19 
notes (correctly):- "...it is 
evident that the lives of 
Canada's workers, elderly, 
poor, and sick are far from 
idyllic." But how many of these 
are members of large powerful 
trade unions? Very few. The 



•wage provisions of the Anti-In- 
flation Act (Bill C-73) are 
directed only to bargaining 
units of 500 or more workers, 
i.e. in no way to the 
overwhelming majority of the 
unemployed, elderly, sick, 
poor, and non-union workers. 
Let us agree that these peoples' 
problems are desperate and 
urgent. Let us agree that their 
continued suffering and degra- 
dation marks a signal shortcom- 
ing of liberal democracy. But 
Oct. 14 was not their day. The 
argument that free wage 
bargaining is on the verge of 
overcoming the paradox of 
poverty amidst plenty is a 
dishonest fiction, and moreover 
a cornerstone of the most 
orthodox bourgeois economic 
theory. To think the lot of these 
people would be improved 
merely by suspending the 
Anti-Inflation Act is irrational, 
confused, and just plain wrong. 
- So that's why I went to class 
on the day of protest. If you 
didn't then I believe you were 
sadly deluded and made the 
unwitting agent of a vested 
interest group whose social 
philosophy would likely be very 
repugnant to you.

tion has not been ruled discrim- 
inatory against minority 
groups. 

The Canadian decision on the 
matter of language rights goes 
back to the closing of the 
Francophone schools in On- 
tario in 1 91 7. according to Marx. 
When francophone Ontarians 
tested this decision in the 
courts, the case went to the 
Juclcial Committee of the Privy 
Council. That council, the 
highest court in Canada, ruled 
that language legislation recog- 
nizing the official language of 
the majority community as the 
only official language is not an 
infringement on the human 
rights of the minority commun- 
ity. 

Therefore, historically, ac- 
cording to Marx. Bill 22 could 
not be fought on a human rights 
bandwagon.

Minor football steady 
source for Redmen

The Redmen football team Is 
a collection of individuals with 
different backgrounds, ambi- 
tions, and personalities. Most 
of them, though, have one 
common trait, and that Is they 
have developed their playing 
skills In minor football. 

Players like Phil Roberts, Jim 




have played minor football at 
one point or another. Without 
minor football programs to 
develop these players, the 
Redmen would not be where 
they are today. (No sarcasm 
Intended). 

For most of these student- 
athletes, minor football de- 
serves recognition. One player, 
defensive end Jim McMullen, 
who played with last year's 
provincial Juvenile champion 
Laval Scorpions, said that the 
Laval coach helped him to learn 
the basics of the game. 
Coach was amazing 

'The coach (Gord Cahill) was 
amazing," said McMullen, who 
was an All-Canadian lineman 
with Laval.

"He was a coach whose bark 
was a lot worse than his bite," 
said tight end Barry Dobson, 
who played for Laval two 
seasons ago.

McMullen also was Impress- 
ed by Cahlll's concern for his 
players, who were treated as 
people and not as mere 
numbers. 

"Gord was really Interested 
in the players," said McMullen. 
"He really went out of his way 
to get to know the guys. By the 
end of the first practice, he 
practically knew everyone."

Nevertheless, not everything 
is rosey in minor football, 
because problems do occur. In 
the case of Laval, it was 
financial. 

When Dobson played, there 
were no problems of this sort. 
'The club," said Dobson, "was 
well-funded by the commun- 
ity." Through individual dona- 
tions, the selling of lottery 
tickets, plus a $5,000 donations 
by the City of Laval, the ciub 
was able to pay for their playoff 
trips to Winnipeg and Van- 
couver. 

However, last year was a 
different story. The City of 
Laval refused to give money to 
the Scorpions. Instead, the 
team had to rely on ticket sales, 
radio station donations, and 
funds from the Klwanls and 
Lions' Clubs. As McMullen 
stated sadly, "We had to beg 
for money." 

Dobson also was bothered by 
the accent on winning. "I think 
there was too much emphasis 
placed on winning," said 
Dobson, "rather than on the fun 
of the game." 

Did coach Cahill fit Into this 
category, Barry? 

Winning was Important 
"Winning was definitely im- 
portant to him," he answered, 
"but 'win at all costs', no. He 
never stressed on us to injure 
other players just to win a 
game." 

When asked how the situa- 
tion could be remedied, Dob- 
son replied by saying the 
coaches should be put through 
an educational process. 

"I would put the coaches 
through a training session," he 
said, "where the emphasis was 
x just on love of the game, rather 
I than the desire to win."
